Authorization for the inquiry was 
eontained in a resolution by Sena- 
tor Walsh, democrat, Massachusetts, 
adopted without debate. <A _ special 
committee appointed a year ago will 
collect evidence and it will be decided 
later whether a more thorough in- 
vestigation should be undertaken aft- 
fer congress adjourns. 


Recently the bureau has been under 
fire from several angles, officers of 
the American Legion, among others, 
eriticizing the methods in dealing 
with former service men. ‘There have 
been evidences that a sweeping in- 
vestigation on the part of the execu- 
tive branch of the government al- 
ready was under way, and some im- 
portunt shifts have been made in the 
bureau personnél. Colonel C. R. 
Forbes, the bureau director, now ia 
fn Europe and his friends dp not ex- 
“pect him to resume his duties when 
he returns. 


The especial commiitee which will, 


conduct the inquiry fer the senate 
is composed of Senator Sutherland, re- 
publican, West Virginia, and Senator 
Walsh. A year ago they made a 
similaf inquiry. Senator Sutherland, 
as chairman, said today he hoped to 
begin the new investigation tomorrow. 


Among other things the resolution 
adopted today recited these reasons 
for inquiring into the conduct of the 
bureau: 

“It has been reported in several 
press dispatches and asserted on the 
floor of the house of representatives 
as to their evidence of waste, extrava- 
gance, itregularities and mismanage- 
ment in the operation of the United 
States veterans bureau. 

“It has been reported that general 
dissatisfaction prevails among the of- 
ficials of said bureau. SBecause of 
auch chaotic conditions and lack of 
¢o-ordination it is alleged that offi- 
cials of said bureau have been removed 
and others have tendered their resig- 
nations. | 

“The burden of such waste, ex- 
trayagance, irregularities and mis- 
management falls upon the incapaci- 
tated soldier for whose relief said} 
bureau was created; and the condi- 
tions as alleged to exist would neces- 
snrily impair the morale of said bu- 
reau.”

Washington, February 12.-—-The 
supreme gift of Abraham Lincoln was 
not in construction but rather in pres- 
ervation. President Harding declared 
im an address t@night “at a Lincoln 
memorial dinner tendered by friends 
of Lincoln Memorial university. of 
Cumberland Gap, Tenn. 

“Humanity itself,’ the president 
declared, “needs to drink of the cup 
of unfailing confidence which en- 
abled him to stand erect and unshaken 
amid discouragements and criticism 
which would have crushed any less 
than a master heart and soul,” 

President's Address. 

The president spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

“No human story surpasses the 
fascination and the inspiration of that 
of Abraham Lineoln. The republic 
pays trikyte tonight, and most of 
the world is doing him reverence, be- 
cause in his unshaken faith’ the 
world finds its own hopes mightily 
strengthened. 

“Tt does not seem hard to under- 
stand why in times like these in 
which we live there should be such 4

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ALLEGED SLAYER

Four Jurors Are Already 
Accepted and It Is Be- 
lieved Necessary Num- 
ber Will Be Completed 
Today. 


REFUSED TO POLLARD 


Not Give Defendant Priv- 
ilege Which Law Denies 
Members of Jury.

Richmond. Va., February 12.— 
With four jurors in the box and a 
special venire of 75 men summoned 
late today, opposing counsel expressed 
the -belief tonight that a jury to try 
Thomas Pollard on a charge of mur- 


der in connection with the killing of! 


Mrs. Thelma Ham Richardson will be 
completed some time tomerrow. 

The four men who qualified during 
the brief examiration of veniremen 
today were selected from the regular 
list of 20 men down for the week. 
The other 16 were excused when they 
said they had fixed opinions or were 
opposed to capital punishment. 

Pollard Denied Freedom. 

In denying Vo!lard his freedom dur- 
ing the trial, Judge David C. Richard- 
son stated today that the jury would 
have to be locked up when not actu- 
ally engaged in the courtroom and 
that he could no* permit the defen- 
dant to enjoy privileges which the 
law required could not be granted 
members of the jury. Counsel for 
Pollard protested vigorously that the 
defendant's bond of $10,000 should be 
permitted to stand during the trial 
but Judge Richardson held that the 
prisoner must spend his nights in 
jail until the jury decides his fate. 

The four jurors selected today are: 
John Reed, carpenter; B. J. Drum- 
heller, railway clerk; W. T. Clayton, 
salesman, and A. W. Dyer, salesman. 

Little time was required for open- 
ing the case and the court was in 
session less than two hours. The 
defense offered no preliminary mo- 
tions and Pollard was arraigned im- 
mediately after court convened. The 
defendant appeared cool and collected 
as the clerk read the indictment and 
with a steady voice pleaded “y0t | 
guilty.” Witnesses were called, and 
although a few failed to answer to | 
their names, both sides announced 
ready for trial and the examination 
of prospéctive jurors began. 


Murder Is Charged. 

The indietment -against Pollard 
charges him with the deliberate and 
malicious murder ef Mrs. Richardson, 
a pretty divorcee and formerly a 
stenographer in Pollard’s real estate 
office. The killing occurred at the 
Pollard home in the fashionable resi- 
dence section of the city on the night 
of December 11 last. 

Mrs. Richardson had gone to the 
Pollard home in company with J. 
Mosby West. . According to West's 
story told to the police at the time, 


| the woman quarreled with Pollard and 


a struggle ensued. During the strug- 
gle, West said, a pistol was dis- 
charged and Mrs. Richardson fell to 
the ground, mortally wounded, In 
his statement to the police at the time 
of his arrest, Pollard declared the 
woman shot herself lf accidentally, 


Mrs. Thelma Richardson, who is. al- 
leged to have been murdered by 
Thomas Pollard, of Richmond, Va., 
was formerly a resident of Atlanta, 
and known to a wide circle of friends 
as Miss Thelma Ham before her mar- 
riage.

it ig expected that he will give defi- 
nité assurances that the- peace ne 
gotiations have not been ruptured, but 
deferred, and that the way is open for 
the adjustment not only of the 
Smyrna affair, but the resumptton 
gf peace parleys.

More British Ships. 

Valetta, Malta, February 12.—IJt 
is understood that the British focce 
of destroyers in Turkish waters i¢% 
being added to by another floti'la 
from the Atlantic fleet, presumably 
from the fourth, which is stated to be 
en route to Malta, destined for the 
Dardanelles. This will bring the num- 
ber of British destroyer flotillas in 
Near Eastern waters up to five.

Calm and Moderation. 

Constantinople, February 12.— 
The latest advices from the Turkish 
capital, Angora, are to the effect that 
the Kemalists are pursuing a policy 
of calm and moderation. The allies 
here, however, have taken. military 
measures to meet any eventuality. 


Stand Not Modified. , 

Paris, February 12.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The three-day ex- 
tension of the Turkish ultimatum 
demanding the withdrawal of the al- 
lied battleships at Smyrna is not ex- 
pegied. to modify the positive stand 
taken by France and Great Britain 
and so far as is known the orders 
to the naval commanders to defend 
their positions if attacked still holds 
good. 


Press dispatches confirm reports 
that the Turks last Saturday decided 
to await another three days for the 
withdrawal of the war craft. 
reserved to themselves full liberty of 
action after the expiration of that 
time. — 

Constantinople newspapers said the 
situation would be adjusted satisfae- 
torily although they declare the or- 
der closing the port at Smyrna will 
not be countermanded.

EFFORT TO CURTAIL 
DEBATE IS DEFEATED 


—_ 


Senator’ Jones Then An- 
nounces His Intention of 
Waging Fight for Night 
Sessions of Sénate. 


Washington, February 12.—An ad- 
ministration piogram providing for 
joint consideration of the shipping 
bill and of the British debt settlement 
measure was developed today in the 
senate. 

The plan, whic is understood to 
have: received the approval of Presi- 
dent Harding, was disclosed by Chair- 
man Jones of the commerce commit- 
tee, who is in charge of the shipping 
bill, after he had failed in another 
attempt to limit debate on the meas- 
ure through unanimous consent 
agreement. It provides that the sen- 
ate shall adjourn from day to day, 
thereby providing a morning hour 
each day during which the debt bill 
shall be considered and after which 
the shipping bill is to come up. In 
making known the plan Senator. Jones 
further informed the senate that fail- 
ing to obtain an agreement to vote 
on the shipping bill he would seek 
night sessions. beginning Wednesday. 

Plan to Begin. Today. 

Definite arrangements. to put the 
plan into effect were desired today 
as democratic senators said they 
wished to consult with Senator Reed, 
Missouri, a democratic member of 
the finance committee, who returned 
to the capital today after an absence 
of several weeks, before formulating 
their views with respect to the pro- 
posal. Republican leaders, however, 
indicated after adjournment that they 
expected -to begin operations under 
the plan tomorrow, 
 $Standing in the way of the pro- 
posed precedure, however, is a motion 
made today by Senator Norris, re- 
publican, Nebraska, and debated 
throughout most of the session, to 
begin consideration of the constitu- 
tional amendment recently reported 
by the agriculture committee. This 
amendment would provide for direct 
election of the president, for moving 
up the date of the presidential inaug- 
uration from March 4 to the third 
Monday in Janazary, and for elimina- 
tion of any session of an.old congress 
after election of a new congress. 

Plan of Norris, 

Senator Norris in discussing the 
amendment announced-he would move 
to amend it so as to eliminate the 
provisions relating to the ‘president 
and press only the portion regarding 
the meeting of congress. In this form 
it was said to be acceritable to re- 
publicans generally and it was indi- 
cated that if Senator Norris proposed 
to press it as he announced today, 
it would be approved with very little 
further debate. If extended discus- 
sion ensues, however, republican lead- 
ers in charge of the ship bill probably 
will counter with a move to; lay the 
Norris motion on the table. 

Meantime some demotratic oppon- 
ents of the shipping legislation indi- 


cated that they would agree to bring 
it to a vote if the administration

Demands Interference. 

These demands are to be made: 

1. That Britain interfere in the 
France-German situation and attempt 
to induce Premier Poincare to Wwith- 
draw the army of 100,000 from the 
Ruhr. 

2. That a world conference be cali- 
ed to thresh out the reparations ques- 
tion which now threatens the stabil- 
ity of Enrope. 

In case France fails to agree to ‘the 
above program, some leaders believe 
that the British soldiers should be 
withdrawn from the army of occupa- 
tion as a protest. 

The other parties in the commons— 
Asquith and Georgian, liberal, will 
also attempt to force the government 
to take measures to check the French. 

Government in Danger. 

The inereasing gravity of the Ruhr 
cecupation has long made it doubtful 
whether the Bonar Law government 
could continue to remain aloof from 
a *dangerous situation which it oppos- 
ed, in principle, from the béginning. 

In the last few days the Ruhr situa- 
tion has taken a decided turn for 
the worse, men.bers of all parties ad- 
mit. The expulsion of German offi- 
cials and the refusal of the French to 
allow members of the Berlin govern- 
ment to enter the occupied area has 
given the occupation a political aspect 
which is fraught with dangers. 

Another complication that has 
nrisen is the insistance of France that 
Britain allow the “rench to run trains 
through the portion of the Rhineland 
now occupied by British soldiers. 

Lloyd George, who is just back from 
his vacation, is expected to lend his 
support to labor in order to make 
the opposition to the tory government 
more formidable. 

Although the Ruhr situation is the 
most serious problem with which tbe 
parliament will deal, several other 
contentious subjects promise to make 
the commons the scene of one of the 
warmest political battles in years.

The French order was declared by

The new emergency law giving the 
government dictatorial powers in the 
Ruhr was referred to the national 
committee of the Reichstag. The legis- 
lation, it is anticipated, will be pass-" 
ed unanimously by the end of the 
week. 

Minister Becker urges its passage 
as the best proof to France and to 
the world that Germany is united and 
intends to fight to the finish the Ruhr 
cecupation. 

PLAN TO STRIP

TOOL OFFICIALS 
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‘Checks Running Into Five 
and Six Figures Disclos- 
ed in Report of Senate 
| Subcommittee. 


Washington. February. 12.—Sala- 
ries running into five and six figures 
are paid by the leading oil com- 
panies of the country tc their chief 
officials, it was disclosed’ today 
through publication in part of the 
proceedings of the senate subcom- 
mittee which has been investigating 
the oil industry. 

All of the companics under exami- 
nation by the subcommittee were re- 
quired to present a detailed list of 
all officials and employees paid more 
than $5, a year, the committee 
holding, over the protest of some o 
the companies, that such information 
should be given as “it is part of the 
expense of the business that the pub- 
lic has to pay.” 

The figures as to salaries in practi- 
cally all cases were submitted by 
mail after the company officials had 
completed their testimony. The pro- 
ceedings made public today contain 
the salaries of officials of the Stand- 
ard Oil] Company of New Jersey, the 
Standard Oil Company of New York, 
the Prairie Oil ana Gas company, the 
Magnolia Petroleum company, and 
the Mid-West Refining company. 

The Standard of New Jersey is 
shown to lead among these compa- 
nies "with respect to salaries, having 
six officials who receive $100,000 or 
more a year, and five others who get 
between $50,000 and $100,000. A. C., 
Bedford, chairman of the board, and 
Walter C. Teagle, presidert, each re- 
ceive $125,000 a year, and the four 
vice presidents, each in charge of a 
special department of the company’s 
business—F". .

Lincoln’s act in taking a personal 
pledge of abstinence before probibi- 
tion was thought of. commended him 
to the generations of the present day, 
he said. 

No other man who has given him- 
self to the building of American 
thought and 
much in his views to make him the 
typical American, capable of being 
honored alike by the sons of the 
and the sons of the south, the Geor- 
gian declared. 

“IT think no celebration of Lin- 
eoln’s birthday can ever be complete 
in this house if tribute is paid only 
by a son of the north.” Here Mr. Up- 
shaw pointed out that the great 
emancipator was born in Kentucky, 
but referred to him as a son of Amer- 
ica. 

“IT always love an hour like this,” 
he said. “That makes us forget. the 
aisle between us and the lines of po- 
litical and sectional cleavage; that 
makes us shake hands as one people. 
J love to remember that Abraham 
Lincoln recognized the responsibility 
of leadership by writing with his own 
hand and signing with his own pen 
a pledge of total abstinence’ from 
strong drink, and urged the young 
manhood of America to follow his 
example.
